The New redit Mobilier, 


We copy from an exchange an ex- 
cellent article on the grand lobby 
scheme now before Congress to drain 
the National Tresury for the Texas, 
Pacitie and Southern Pacific Rail- 
road—a Railroad which is in every 
sense anything but a Southern 
scheme : 

Napoleon Scott returning from Elba 
to be sent to at Helena.—It seems 
that Tom Scott was not so utterly 
defeated as we had hoped in his am- 
to grasp the wholerailroad sys- 
tem of the South. He was only sent to 
Elba, and is now marching, we trust, 
toa Waterloo defeat, after which he 
will be consigned to his St Helenaand 
molest us no more. Heretofore we 
have had little or nothing to say of 
the Texas Pacific Rairoad, because 
we could not believe that even a 
Radical Congress would yote Mr. 
Scott the prodigious sum which he 
asks, and for theattainment of which 
he has organized the most formida- 
ble lobby ever displayed in Washing- 
ton. Butthe audacity of Mr. Scott 
has never before been so conspicuous- 
ly shown as by his present demands, 
nor the flexibility of Congress so 
marked as by the consideration it 
has given the pending scheme. 


The proposition, put few 
words, is to add to the pub- 
lic debt by the issue’ of 


bonds in Scott’s favor equal to the 
prodigious total of $154,000,000, which 
at five per cent. would saddle the an- 
nual sum of $7,700,000 interest on the 
tax payers of the country fora period 
of forty years, making a total pay- 
ment of interest in that time of $308,- 
000,000, and an ultimate total of prin- 
cipal and interest equal to the sum 
of $462,000,000!

It is the purpose of this journal 
to render exact and equal justice to 
all without undue laudations of 
some, and oblivion or oversight of 
others. If in the notices of legisla 
tive proceedings, names are some- 
times omitted, when justice would 
have demanded honorable mention, 
it is not because of intentional slight 
or failure of due appreciation of 

merits, but from the haste insepa- 
rable from the preparation of the 
matter for the evening edition of 
the paper. 

As, for instance, the omission of 
the name of Mr. Erwin in the discus- 
sion of the bill on Tuesday in the 
matter of the W. N. C. R. R. might 
mislead his constituents to the belief 
that he was indifferent to their in- 
terests, and negligent of his duties. 

On the contrary, we can bear wit- 
ness to his watchfulness, his zeal, 
and his ability in all those subjects 
in which interest has been called 
forth, whether in relation to his own 
section, or the more expanded claims 
of the whole State, and no constitu- 
ency has a more faithful representa- 
tive than Mr. Erwin, and none more 
honored and respected in the House 
than the able member from the 
county of McDowell. 

We may here state, that in our 
reference in the article of yesterday 
to those western gentlemen who 
stood as faithful sentinels and work- 
ers for the interests of the west, we 
must by no means be understood to 
limit our commendations to the very 
few whose names were mentioned. 
We named but few by way of illus- 
tration. If we had indulged our 
inclination we would have gone on 
to name Robinson, and McElroy, 
and Gash and Erwin, and in fact, al- 
most the full delegation from the 
section whose interests are assumed 
to be without advocates. We know 
that these gentlemen expect no ex- 
—- from us, because they

SOME OTHER EFFECTS.

We make some ex- 
tracts from his letter to show the 
operation on his mind of the arbi- 
trary and unconstitutional acts of 
the President in Louisiana, and 
also to show how the same acts has 
influenced his views with regard to 
the Convention question.

**What do you think of our coun- 
try now? Of the usurper; who, 
seated in the Chair at Washington, 
Adams and Jefferson once occupied, 
has trodden liberty and law beneath 
his feet seeking todestroy what he was 
sworn to preserve? How proud the 
** great party of liberty and progress 
must be of their representative head? 
How exultant they must feel when 
they think of bayonets in a legisla- 
tive hall, brute force in place of mind, 
cold steel for intellect, and military 
despotism in the sacred place of con- 
stitutional law!

THE LEGISLATURE.

Under this head might seem to come 
friend Jones, of the Observer, who 
criticises the short-comings of the 
present General Assembly with so 
much acuteness, discretion and fair- 
ness, that we might feel assured if 
the citizens of Mecklenburg had been 
sagacious enough to divine his hid- 
den talents, the work of legislation 
would have been simplified in his 
hands, all its obstacles removed, all 
its embarrassments cleared up, and 
all its vexatious delays done away 
with. Members would have gotten 
their breakfasts by torch light, gone 
to work by sunrise, done away with 


the work of Committees, thrown 


Battle’s Revisal out of the windows, 
or accepted without a question all 
its contradictions, reconciled all 
conflicting railroad interests, settled 
the State Debt, framed the revenue 
law, called a Convention, and possi- 
bly have gone home to supper with 
the happy consciousness of a good 
days work and the well earned rep- 
utation of useful and brilliant legis- 
lators. 

Now, our friend knows how easy 
it is to rouse a prejudice against a 
deliberative body, and create false 
impressions as to its fidelity to duty. 
It is a ready ad-captandum argu- 
ment addressed to ignorance and 
inexperience. It is a weapon that is 
well enough to leave to be used by 
anenemy. Itis not the one to be 
handled by a friend of the majority 
in the Legislature. They are suffi- 
ciently occupied with the weighty 
and embarrassing questions before 
them to stand in need of all the for- 
bearance and good nature of their 
friends. They do not appreciate a 
humor which holds them up to con- 
tempt, or relish a jest which puts 
their usefulness to hazard. 

The Legislature will willingly re- 
leive our friend of all responsibility 
for their deeds, and hope to give 
such an account of their doings to 
their constituents at the proper 
time, as will relieve all his anxieties. 


LEGAL ADVERTISING. 

A bill is before the House, which, 
when it is called up, we hope will 
secure more consideration than the 
one which was so unceremoniously 
and precipitately laid on the table. 

Several times in the history of the 
Legislature of the last few years, 
the same subject has been before 
one or the other of the two Houses, 
and as often has been contemptu- 
ously overlooked,or when considered 
at all, regarded with suspicion and 
disfavor. One prominent idea seem- 
ed to possess the minds of many— 
that it was a scheme altogether in 
the interest of the press, and an 
engine of oppression to the people. 
Now it is not denied that the press 
would derive advantage from the 
measure proposed ; nor can it be 
denied that the public would be the 
gainer by the property thus insured 
by the aid given to an avocation so 
often languishing in poverty, and 
too often the resort of those unequal 
to its responsible duties. 

But in the inception of the idea, 
the press was actuated by those 
motives which, to its glory be it 
said, has so constantly made that 
profession the unselfiish advocate of 
popular rights, the promoter of pub- 
lic good, and exposer of injustice. 
It has occurred in the experience of 
almost every one—an experience 
kept bright by daily observation, 
that property is sold for far less than 
its value, that sales are made and 
titles passed for property worth, 


brought, and this, too, when the 
transaction was perfectly legal, and 
when all the forms of the law had 
been complied with, Why was 
this so? Because such sales, 
though nominally public and 
advertised as the present laws now 
requires, are in reality private, with- 
out the stimulus of competition, and 
bringing just such prices as suits 
the convenience of the few bidders 
present. Estates are defrauded, 
debtors fail to be relieved by the 
sacrifice of their property, and a 
few watchful men absorb the prop- 
erty of a county at merely nominal 
rates. 

It isin justice to this class of cases 
that the law is proposed to apply. 
It proposes to require all such 
notices of sales, &c., as are now re- 
quired to be advertised by manu- 
script notices, to be printed in some

“M-u-u-u-u ! but ain’t it cold? ”’ 
is the way they putit in Charlotte. 


The people of Wilmington are 
mueh excited over the usury bill now 
being ciscussed by the Legislature. 

The Charlotte masquerade Tuesday 
night is represented as having been 
a magnificent suecess. Caldwell, of 
the Observer, is said to have looked 
splendid en the oeeasion—his face 
being hidden. 

Says the Enquirer: “A 
eentieman of Aus» county, a promi- 
nent citizen, tells us that the senti- 
ments of the peuple of that county is 
in favor of Convention. This gentle- 
man is us Well acquainted with the 
centiments of the people of Anson 
as any man in it, and we believe he 
correctly represents the views of the 
good people of Anson on this im- 
portant question,”’ 


Says the Lumberton Robesonian : 
“Probably one of the saddest cases 
of death trom fire came to our knowl- 
edge a few days ago where small 
children were the victims. A colored 
woman, the mother of fcur small 
children, all but one of whom were 
unable to walk, who lives in St. 
Paul’s Township, in this county, left 
her house one day last week, all the 
children in the house. The three 
small children were lying in the bed. 
Thelargestone of them caught fire 
and ran into the bed but obtaining 
no relief ran Out into the field. The 
flames, fanned by the breeze, soon 
enveloped the whole body, and the 
child was found by an_ individual 
passing the road burnt in a horrible 
mauner, but alive. The party who 
discovered the burnt child, on look- 
ing towards the house saw smoke 
and fire proceeding from it, and upon 
enteripg it saw that the bed was on 
fire. Not Knowing that the ill-fated 
bed was occu; ied, he snatched it up 
and threw it out of the house, when 
three little victims relied out of the 
burning bed, not, however, severely 
damaged by the flames, Only for 
the providential interference of a 
passer by the four little children, to- 
ith the house, would haye 
been destroyed.’’

The President’s Message on Arkane 
sas-e-An Astonishing Decumentece 
More Diablerie for the south— 
Comments on the Presidential 
View-—Kumors of t abinet Changes 
e-eThe Thirdeierm Issue, Etc. 


THE MESSAGE ON ARKANSAS. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—The antic- 
ipated special message of the Presi- 
dent Was sent tothe Senate this af- 
ternoon. Whilein the main devoted 
to Arkansas affairs, it intimates as a 
reason for the action requested of 
Congress, that other Southern States 
may follow theexample of Arkansas 
in changing their constitutions. The 
message, though brief, is full of preg- 
ant meaning, and is most exten- 
sively commented upon to-night. A 
leading Conservative Senator said 
that it meant that the President 
would have 


CIVIL WAR OR A THIRD TERM, 


or both, if one was necessary to the 
other. The language of Mr. Thur- 
man, that he was astounded at the 
recommendations of the President, is 
a feeling almost universally shared 
in by those who were not in the se- 
cret of the contents of the message. 
Although it has been freely stated for 
days past by the members of the 
Radical ring who are at work to gain 


control of the State Government of ' 


Arkansas, that the President would 
recommend the overthrow of the 
Garland Government and the instal- 
lation of Brooks, and although it 
was known that he had gone tothe 
Capitol and endeavored to persuade 
the members of the House Commit- 
tee to report to that effect, it was not 
credited that he would make such 
recommendations over his signa- 
ture. 


A SUDDEN CHANGE OF BASE. 


It was not forgotten that last spring 
the President positively refused, with 
the advice of his Attorney General, 
to recognize Mr. Brooks as Governor 
of the State. It was not forgotten 
that less than four monthsago he de- 
clined to interfere with the Garland 
government. But at that time the 
Democratic success in 1874 was not 
alarming, and the third-term project 
was in no danger. What will come 
out of this remarkable stand now 
taken by the President it is difficult 
to anticipaie. It is understood that 
he has, in conversation with Radical 
Senators, called their attention to 
movements in progress in 


NORTH CAROLINA AND GEORGIA 


to change the reconstruction consti- 
tutions of those States, and intimated 
that these movements will certainly 
be carried out if Congress interposes 
no objection in the case of Arkansas, 
The argument of Mr. Kellogg in be- 
seeching for aid in September last, 
that unless the General Government 
interfered, all the States of the South 
would eventually pass out of Radical 
hands, has been used both by the 
President and the carpet-baggers to 
drive the Northern Radical members 
of Congress into action. What the 
President styles the lawless and revo- 
lutionary manner in which the pres- 
ent Constitution of Arkansas was 
adopted has at least twenty precedents 
in the ease of other States of the 
Union. 
A FATAL DOCTRINE. 

A Southern Democratic Senator, 
not given to gloomy prognostica- 
tions, and who has herc:ofore looked 
upon the bright side of everything, 
said to-night that if the people of 
the North did not rise en masse 
against the doctrine of this message 
there was nothing for the South but 
to be ground under the heel of the 
most oppressive despotism yet 
known to history. The Southern 
men here hope for but little from 
Congress,and agree with the Sena- 
tor that if the people of the North do 
not come to their rescue they are 
lost. It is to be expected from what 
is known that a resolution

as the Governor of Arkansas will be 
ape upon the Senate in some 
shape. is memorial on this sub- 
ject was considered this morning at 
a special session of the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections, and from 
the tone of Mr. Morton it is certain 
that he purposes to attempt to induce 
the Senate to sustain Brooks. At 
this meeting to-day Mr. Alcorn read 
a letter which he had received from 
a colored citizen of Arkansas, a 
sheriff of one of the counties, in 
which he expressed the hope that 
nothing will be done to disturb the 
Garland government, which, he says, 
is the choice of the people, and un- 


| 


der which everything is moving 
along prosperously. 


THE ARKANSAS CONSTITUTION. 


As a rat commentary on the 
President’s intimation that the 
Southern States may, in framing new 
Constitutions, violate the pledges 
under which pag were readmitted to 
the Union, it is timely to quote the 
language of Mr. Poland in his report, 
when he says, ‘‘the new Constitution 
they reg as republican in form, 
and, in many ts, an improve- 
ment on the Constitution of 1868.’’ 
It is stated by citizens of Arkansas 
here that every guarantee in the re- 
construction Constitution is reaf- 
firmed in the new Constitution, and 
that in some respecta, the school fea- 
ture, for instance, it is more favorable 
to the colored element. It is stated 
to-night, on the highest authority, 
that Attorney General Williams, who 
is generally credited with prompting 
all the partisan action of the Presi- 
dent, had nothing at all to do with 
the inspiration of them sentin 
to-day, and that, in fact, he did not, 
even so late as yesterday, knew of 
the President’s intentions. Repre- 
sentative Beck said to-night that he 
considered the message of the Presi- 
dent the 


MOST ALARMING DOCUMENT 


which had come from’ the White 
House during his whole service of 8 
years in Congress. It meant revolu- 
tion and nothing else, and its terse- 
ness sounded like a military order 
sharpened tothe point. It was a direct 
notice to Congress, “if yon don’t put 
Brooks in, I will.’’ He expressed the 
opinion that the House would stand 
by the Poland report. One of the 
Republican members said that if the 
President’s recommendations were 
earried out, the ring which once 
dominated Arkansas would, on its 
new advent to power, rub the State 
to death. 


THE THIRD TERM QUESTION, 


Mr. Speer, of Pennsylvania, tried 
to commit the House to-day on the 
third term question, but he could not 
even get a second on the demand for 
the previous question. The Demo- 
crats voted solid for the resolution, 
and the Republicans solid against it. 
The latter, however, do not wish to 
be understood that their action indi- 
cates that they arein favor of the 
third term. Theysay many of them 
would have voted for the resolution 
if the latter clause, which declared 
that a proposition fora third term 
would endanger Republican liberty 
and the free institutions of the coun- 
try, had been stricken out, But Mr. 
Speer declined to permit it to be 
amended.

WasaINGTon, Feb 11.—In the 
Senate McCreery, of Ky., introduced 
a bill setting forth that it had been 
re in a responsible medical 
journal ofthe United States thata 
Coolie ship from Calcutta had be- 
eome infected with epidemic cholera 
during her voyage, and it had been 
announced in a newspaper of the 
State of Tsxas that a disease resemb- 


. ling the cholera was raging in Mexi- 


co, at no great distance from the fron- 
tier of the United States, therefore 
the Secretary of War be directed to 
detail under a medical officer of the 
army under the direction of the 
Surgeon-General to investigate care- 
fully the matter of said reports, and 
if they shall be found to be based on 
facts, he shall, through the Surgeon- 
General, give a due and timely no- 
tice ot the advance and spread of the 
disease, and should it threaten to 
reach the United States during the 
present year, it shall be the duty of 


said officer to complete the records 


of the epidemie and report the same 
to Congress, The bill proposes an 
appropriation of five thousand dollars 
to defray the expenses of the investi- 
gation. Referred to the Committee 
on Appropriations.
